A Uhapter of Blood — Particulars of the 
Late Massacre by Mexicans—Hostile 
‘Movements near Ures—Mexican 
Troops in Close Pursuit. |

Tucson. A. T., March 23.—A Charles- 
ton (A. T.) special says: ‘‘ The follow- 
ing are the facts given by men who. 
were at the camp at the time of the at- 
tack. The Indians, numbering about 
twenty, coming from the south about 
dark, encountered Owens and Wolfolk, 
who were cutting wood half a mile 
above the camp, and killed them. Then 
meeting Murray a short distance ‘fur- 
ther up the crest, who was looking for 
a horse, they fired upon him and killed 
him. One of the men, named McFarland, 
engaged in making a pit close by, hear- 
ing the firing, ran and succeeded in es- 
caping, although the Indians fired some 


killed and the rest put to flight. Two 
Piegans were wounded. The Crees num- 
bered between 150 and 200, end are fol- 
lowing down the Maraias river, killing 
cattle as they go. Grave fears are en- 
tertained for the safety of the settlers. 
AFFRAY IN THE INDIAN TERRITORY. 

St. Louis, March 23.--A Muskogee 
dispatch says a bloody affair has occurred 
on the border of the Seminole Nation. 
Brady Bretney, Eli Perrynian, Billy 
Grimmitt and an Indian were engaged 
in playing cards, which finally ended in 
a free fight, in which the Indian killed 
Bretney and Perryman, and Grimmitt, 
who took no active part in the fight, was 
accidentally killed by one of the three 
during the shooting. Next morning two 
brothers named Mose and Gabriel Mar- 
shall, friends of the dead men, followed 
the Indian, who had fled, and coming 
up with him, riddled him with bullets.

The Indians had stopped 
behind the corral, about thirty feet from 
the tent, and called in English and 
Spanish for the men to come out. Not 
doing so, the Indians fired into the 
tent, and seeing no movement, two of 
them ran towards it, the foremost one 
receiving a ball from Childs’s rifle, who 
at that moment fired from the dugout. 
The Indians returned Childs’s fire, one 
bullet cutting his hat band, and an- 
other shattering his rifle stock. The 
Indians, becoming. confused at his fir- 
ing, ran off. 7 | 
McI’arland, in the meantime, had 
made his way six miles to Evans’s camp 
to warn Mr. Miles, who was to arrive 
tnere with his family that evening, but 
he did not, having been delayed."

‘Others be- 
lieve they came up on a stock raid and

Crxctnnati, March 22.—The Cincin- 
nati Price Current published to-day an - 
elaborate report of the wheat crop 
throughout the winter wheat belt of the 
West. In comparison with its condi- 
tion last year, which is placed at 100, it 
shows its present condition to be as 
follows: Ohio, 85; Indiana, 80; Illinois, 
90; Missouri, 93; Kansas, 91; Michigan, 
96; Kentucky, 70; Tennesee, 86. The 
winter wheat sections of Wisconsin 
promise well, the general average be- 
ing about 10 percent. below that of last 
year. The spring wheat sections of 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, and Nebraska 
show no essential changes in area com- 
pared with last year. The Price Cur- 
rent notes that the impairment of the 
winter wheat prospects may be mod fied 
or made -worse by future favorable or 
unfavorable weather. Itis hardly rea- 
sonable to look for a crop equal to that 
of last year. It estimates that this 
year’s crop will fall below 450,000,000 
bushels, or 53,000,000 less than last 
year’s. 

Cuicaco, March 21.—Reports from 
the central portion of the State indicate 
that a cold snap has caused damage to 
early sown wheat, and seriously affected 
the peach crop prospects.

| TREES AS SANITARY AGENTS. 


‘Among the many and ‘attractive 
features of Los Angeles is the multi- 
plicity of its tree-growth. Our people 
have- done well in the matter of tree- 
planting, but still there is room for 
additional well-doing. 

The value of an abundance of shade 
trees in a city is not to be found alone 
in the beauty which they impart to 
the streets, nor in the refreshing shade 
which they furnish to the wayfarers 
who shun the heat and glare of the 
summer sun. They have other and 
even more beneficent uses, and these 
should not ve lost sight of. As our 
city grows and expands to metropoli- 
t:n dimensions, prominent above all 
others considerations should be the 
health-promoting conditions to be se- 
cured. Scientists assert that the func- 


‘tions of the trees which line a city’s 


.treets are not limited to shade-giving 
They subserve other and far 
more important uses. They are screens 
from the dust, and the evaporation 
from their numberless leaves tends to 
cool and moisten the air about them. 
It 1s a well-known practice of wise 
nurses to place plants in the sick 


room, often sprinkling them with 
water. The change and refreshment 


that this brings to the atmosphere is 
too apparent to pass unnoticed. It 
is like the purification of a June 


thunder storm, only upon a lesser 
scale.

sick —room plants 
in a multiplied degree. From their 
leafy lungs they pour out the 
pure oxygen that we need, and absorb 
the poisonous carbonic acid. They do 
also a most important work as scav- 
engers, and one that should not be

results’ the 


underrated. They thrust their roots 
_ into the soiland drink up the stag- 


nant waters within their reach, and 
absorb the organic matter which is 
contained in the filth which abounds 
more or less in the streets of every 
city. In fact, they are active, diligent 
aud tireless disinfectants, and as such 
their value should not be ignored. 

Of course, judgment should be used 
in their ‘planting. Sufficient space 
should be allowed to intervene 
between them, and they should 
trimmed and 
tiained as to present an almost 
impenctrable barrier to the sunlight. 
Sunshine, as all know, is essential to 
health, a.d through the foliage of 
trees it may come to us filtered, cooled 

softened. 

Let us prize our trees, then, for their 
sauitary valuc, and as the city extends 
its simits let tree-planting keep pace 
with its growth. Let our property 
owners plant trees along the walks 
frofiting their lands, and every home 
have its healthful shade. Let our 
public schoolhouses be surrounded 
with shade trees to cover the barren- 
ness of the ground and shelter our 
children at their studies and their 
sports. He who plants atree isa pub- 
lic benefactor, and his benefaction 
takes such shape as shall bea 
blessing not only to the generation in 
which he lives, but to the generations 
that shall come after him.

The cattle-growing area 
of the older States is gradually con- 
tracting as popniation increases and 
land appreciates in value, and it may 
be set down as a fact that will do. to 
‘tie to” that the business of growing 
cattle on the broad ranges of the West 
and Southwest, for the supplying of 


beef to the more populous sections of 


the Union, as well as to England, will 


continue to be astandard and very 


profitable business. But the system 
of large cattle ranchos, excluding set- 
tlement, discouraging the plow, 

and fostering monopoly of land, is by 
no means the best one for the eountry. 
It is a system that should be tolerated 
ouly in a new country where land is 
abundant and people scarce. The no- 
madic or pastoral life is antecedent to 
the agricultural, but cannot be suf. 
fered to stand in the way of the ad- 
vent of the latter without detri-

THE {nternal Revenue bill, which 
passed Congress on the last day of the 
session, makes some very material 
reductions and changes. The tax on 
banks and banking institutions is 
discontinued after May 1, 1883, and 
there will be no proprietory stamps 
issued after July 1. The tax on 
cigars is reduced from $5 to $3 per 
thousand, and on cigarettes from $1.75 
to $0.50 per thousand. The special taxes 
or revenue licenses on dealers and man- 
ufacturers of tobacco and cigars and 
on cigar peddlers has been reduced 
onc-half. The tax on manufactured 
tobacco has been reduced from sixteen 
cents to eight cents per pound, to cake 
effect after July 1, and the tax ox 
matches has been repealed,to take 
effect aferthesame time. No redue- 
tion was made on whisky, and no de- 
crease in revenue licenses was granted 
to dealers in spirits and beer. Draw- 
backs on manufactured tobacco, cigars 
and cigarrettes will -be allowed in full 
for all sums not*less than $10. 


THE statement is made public that 
the unsold lands belonging to the 
Union Pacific Company amount to 14,- 
465,000 acres. The average price of 
land sold last year was $4.45 per acre, 
If the remainder of the land can be 
sold at this average price, the 
lands will fetch $64,869,250. This 
amount would the iia- 
bility to the Government, amount- 
ing to $46,775,000, together with the 
sinking fund bonds, which are a sec- 
ond lien on these lands, amounting to 
$13,851,000, and leave a surplus of 
$3,742,250. The railroad company 
certainly cannot set up the plea of ina- 
bility to pay its indebtedness to the 
Government that made its construc- 
tion possible.

‘WIND AND WEATHER. 


Comparisons ot the Present Winter 
with Preceding Ones- 


Interesting and Suggestive Tables—A Season 
of Overcast Weather—The Mory of the 
Barometer and the Thermometer. 


The ears of a Tres reporter haveso 
frequently been greeted with the excla- 
mation that the present is the coldest, the 
cloudiest, or the dryest year on record, 
that he concluced to investigate the mat- 
ter. He hies him to Baker Block, up, up, 
up, three flights of long stairs, and he 
lands in the cupola of the center dome of 
that magnificent structure, out of breath 
and almost speechless. In the light, airy 
and very cosy room gre a. number of curi- 
ous instruments, and a genial gentleman 
is figuring around them. As it is figures 
the reporter wants, he concludes this is 
the place to get them, and so it proves. It 
is the U. 8. Signal Office, and the genial 
and obliging gentleman is Mr. T. 8. Col- 
lins, the signal station observer. 
ply to the question as to whether such 
‘figures a8 were mentioned could be had, 
Mr. Collins not only answered that they 
could, but from piles of ponderous vol- 
umes and maps of curious markings and 
colorings he produced them. 

First, the reporter inquired if we of 
sunny California were not being treated 
to more than our quota of cloudy and 
foggy days. Figures were then produced 
covering the months during which we 
have or are liable to have some cloudy 
weather, and during which our only rain 
falls. Mr. Collins began with November, 
1877, and brought the record down to 
date. There are three classificatioas, 
namely: ‘‘Clear,’’ on which the sun 
shfhes all day; ‘‘fair,”’ on which the sun 
shines but a portion of the time and is 
partially obscured by fogs or clouds, 
and ‘‘cloudy,’’ when the sun fails to shine 
entirely. For the information of strang- 
ers it may be well to state that the months 
of November, December, January, Febru- 
ary and March cover nearlyvall of our 
cloudy weather, and the remaining seven 
months of the year are almost entirely 
clear, with the exception of fogs, which 
are frequent mornings and evenings dur- 
ing the summer season.

It will be seen that although the month 
of March is not complete the number of 
cloudy days for the five months recorded 
is in excess of the three years last preced- 
ing, and is almost up to the highest 
record—that of 1878-9. The month of 
March generally is one of clouds, as may 
be seen by the figures, but the present 
month exceeds all others so far as given. 

COLDEST DAY. 

The thermomtter has also been behav- 
ing badly the present season, and has re- 
corded a figure two degrees lower than has 
been experienced in the history of this 
place sfnee the establishment of the Sig- 
nal Service station, Which was in July, 
1877. The lowest known heretofore has 
been 30 deg., but on February 6th, ult., 
28 deg. was marked. The record since 
1877 is as follows: 

Winter of ’77-8 the coldest day was De- 
cember 14th, when the thermometer 
marked 30 deg. In ’79 the coldest day was 
December 25th, when 30 deg. was record- 
ed. January 29th, of ’80, the same degree 
was marked. November 18th, of °81, was 
the coldest day of that winter, which was 
34 deg. In 82, February 18th, 32 deg. was 
the lowest. This year, February 6th takes 
the palm for a cold Calitornia day at 28 
deg. 


COMPARISONS. 


It may seem a little strange that Los 
Angeles should show a higher mean tem- 
perature than our southern neighbor, 
San Diego, the city of Bay’nclimate, 
but such is the fact for the winter 
just past. 
San Francisco, Los Angeles and San 
Diego for ’80, ’81 and ’83 are herewith 
given. The record for*’82 was not at 
hand and consequently cannot be given:

RAIN FOR MARCH. 


The record of rainfall] for the month of 
March from 1878 to the present is as fol- 
lows: In 1878, there fell 2.57 inches; in 
°79, .49; in ’80, 1.45; in ’81, 1.66; in ’82, 
2.66, making an average in the five years 
of 1.77 inches for the month. Up to the 
present but about one hundredth has been 
recorded and that was collected during a 
heavy fog. 

The prospect at present is exceedingly 
good fora most extraordinarily dry sea- 
son, but even this may not be an unmixed 
evil. There is water enough in the Los 
Angeles river to irrigate a wide expanse 
of land all the way to the sea, if properly 
cared for and economically used. There 
is a stream going to waste there now, 
which flows down the sandy bed and is 
soon lost to view, which is worth its weight 
in gold almost, but no steps are taken to 
utilize it. The water that is taken out 
is allowed to run in open ditches, through 
sandy, porous soils, which lick it up like a 
sponge, and through badly constructed 


| flumes which waste vast quantities, and 


but little or nothing is being done to 
remedy the matter or inaugurate a better 
state of affairs. Our water is too precious 
to be wantonly wasted as at present, and 
if the present season shall prove to be a 
dry one,and cause a revolution in our 
water system, it will have been a blessing 
in disguise.

WORK FOR THE BOARD OF TRADE, 


“The Promotien of Our Manufactur- 
ing Soadustries. 


To the Editor of the Times—Srr: The- 
organization of a Board of Trade composed 
of the most experienced, intélligent and 
substantial business men of Los Angeles, 
marks a: new era in the history of this 
rapidly growing young metropolis. It is 
gratifying to note the universal good will 
of citizens generally toward it, and they 
concede with one accord that it will un- 
doubtedly become a potent factor in the 
development of the city and county of 
Los Angeles. 

In order to attain the best results, how- 
ever, the work must) be systematized and 
placed in charge of at least half a dozen 
different committees; then we can 
expect an active, vigilant organization, 
persistently working to promote the best 
interests of the community—in short, the 


There is a vast amount of work to be done 
which has heretofore been sadly neglected, 
and pre-eminently that of inaugurating 
new and fostering existing 


MANUFACTURING INDUSTRIES. 


It is noW universally conceded that the 
permanent growth and prosperity of any 
community, however favorably located 
geographically and otherwise, it may be, 
depends mainly on the extent and pros- 
perity of its manufacturing interests. Los 
Angeles has enjoyed an unprecedented 
boom for the past two years; building op- 
erations have been -more active than ever 
before; real estate has advanced, on an 
average, from 50 to 75 per cent. during 
the above time; the population cf the city 
and county has nearly doubled, and the 
city is rapidly expanding into its destined 
position as the second city in the State. 

The growth of our manufacturing in- 
terests, however, has not kept pace 
with our development in other respects. 
Hence many clear-headed, practical citi- 
zens entertain grave doubts regarding the 
permanency of our present prosperity, 
beheving that the serious decline in our 
vast produce trade with Arizona, New 
Mexico and Texas, which a possible dry 
year may entail, will cause a sudden col- 
lapse in every department of business, 
especially in building operations and real 
estate transactions, and a consequent 
serious falling off in the number of new 
settlers. 

The question arises, is it possible to 
introduce a new factor in the develop- 
ment of our vast and varied resources 
which will act as a balance wheel to tide 
over the temporary depressions that may 
occur from time te time, thus insuring 
a steady condition of prosperity? Yes, 
most assuredly, and that balance wheel is 
manufactures. 

The long list of) raw materials through- 
out the country tributary to Los Angeles, 
now comparatively valueless, which could 
by means of manufacturing enterprises 
be rendered commercially valuable, is too 
universally known to need mention in de- 
tail, and with the recently invented appli- 
ances for utilizing crude petroleum as 
fuel (of which Los Angeles and Ventura 
counties have an inexhaustible supply) 
the oft-quoted argument of no fuel cannot 
be advanced any longer. Two or three 
large manufacturing establishments in 
this city now use crude petroleum as fuel,at 
asaving of about one-third as compared 
with coal. By means of flumes conveying 
water from the Los Angeles river, a few 
miles above the city, a water-power could 
thus be developed sufficient in magnitude 
to operate scores of manufacturing indus- 
tries, and without in the least reducing 
the volume of water needed for irrigating 
purposes. These are questions which 
vitally concern the interests of the com- 
munity and should command the prompt 
and serious consideration of our Board of 
Trade. 

The low rate of interest at which money 
is now obtainable constitutes another im- 
portant argunrent in favor of establishing 
manufacturing enterprises, and with the 
admirable position of Los Angeles as the 
natural distributing center for the new 
southwestern country, including Morth- 
ern Mexico, now being gridironed with 
railroads, a remunerative market is assur- 
ed beyond all reasonable doubt. 

Our merchants should also bear in mind 
that the extent of territory which can be 
rendered tributary to the commerce of 
Los Angeles depends upon their ability to 
furnish goods at lower prices than Denver, 
Kansas City, St. Louis, and other Eastern 
cities, hence the importance of building 
up home manufactures. 

The Board of ‘rade ean accomplish in- 
calculable good by appointing a 

COMMITTEE ON MANUFACTURES, 


whose duty it shall be to ascertain what 
manufactures are now in operation—the 
lines represerited—-the number of persons 
employed—and the amount of, capital in- 
vested; then ascertain what new enter- 


showlng the reason therefor, the extent of 
market which the proposed new industries 
could command, the profits that could 
with proper management be reasonably 
expected, the fuel facilities, with sugges- 
tions as to possible improvements in that 
respect, the advantages of soil and cli- 
mate, and any other practical statistics 
bearing on the subject of manufactures. 

The next step should be the publication 
of afew thousand circulars to be distrib- 
uted judiciously throughout the country, 
conveying fullinformation as suggested, 
regarding the advantages of Los Angeles 
as a manufacturing center. 

The Board of Trade as a body could sup- 
plement the good work by means of peti- 
tious to the railroad companies for reduc- 
tions in freights on certain lines of manu- 
factured goods; also secure concessions 
from the city in the remitting of taxes, 
and when advisable, secure bontses for 
important manufacturing enterprises 
= could thereby be induced to locate 

ere. 

Another important factor in the up- 
building of our manufacturing industries, 
whether new or old, is the disposition to 
give the home-manufactured article the 
preference whenever possible. 

These suggestions are respectfully sub- 
mitted to the Board of Trade.
